I confeſs I have 
with ſome Impatience expected this Book, and did 
promiſe my felf much ſatisfaction 1n the Perufal of 
it; and I have ſpent: ſome thoughts about the. argu- 
ing part of it : But muſt acknowledge, that I am not 
exactly of the fame Opinion with the Author, which 
perhaps may be occaſioned by my not ſo ſerioully 
and deliberately reading Biſhop OveralPs. Convoca- 
tion-Book, as the Dr. had done. I muſt own my 
want of Judgment in not laying ſo much ſtreſs upon 
the Paſſages therein recited out of the Convocation- 
Book; and I believe, if the ſame ſcruples and doubts 
upon the ſame Principles, had been only in a Perfon of 
great Learning and Station in the Church, which 
publiſhed the Convocation-Book, in all Probability, 
it might have been as convincing to him, as to the 
Dr. But to avoid RefleQions on Perſons, and to do 
what" in me lies, to reconcile Perſons and Parties, 'I 
ſhall give you (according to your defire) my pant 
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of the Dr's Reaſons, and ſhall keep my ſelf within the 
bounds of Decency and good Manners, paying a reſpe& 
to the Authority that gives a Licenſe to the Dr's Book, 
I would willingly believe, that what this Reverend 
Author has publiſhed,” was writ with a deſign to vin. 
dicate this preſent Settlement, and to convince ſome 
Perſons that perhaps fuck, as the Dr. did, and could find 
n0 help for it ; but with ſubmiſſion, -I meer with new 
{cruples apon reading the Principles the Dr. goes upon, 
which I dan't find in any of the Pamphlets that have 
been writ upon that ſubject, Viz, 1. That thole Princes 
who have no legal Right to their Thrones, may yet 
have God's Authority.

reaſonable we ſhould attend him, and ſee how con» 
vincingly he.proves it from Scripture, Reaſon, and the 
DoQtrin of the Church of England. But before I en-

he had forfeited all his Preferments by refuſing the 
Oaths, and had for ever loſk them, had not the Govern- 
went been more mild and gentle in delaying the Execu- 
tion of the Law, that he did it from a principle of 
good, and that his not exerciſing his Miniſterial 
Function, would be of worſe conſequence to the 
Publick, than his taking the Oath, and that the 
example of his taking them, might influence ſome 
as his not taking them ſooner ('tis to be feared) 
did keep off others, ' which I think is a fault, to be 
wholly pes by Example, which if any have, I 
now wiſh they may in this follow their own Rules, 
ſo far as to let the Drs.

and: perhaps Confirmation of fome ill Men, in thoſe 
Principles which have been often condemned in 
moſt of our Pulpits . and Pamphlets, Fiz. The 
Submiſſion to, the Government in Olzvers. time ; for 
certainly according to the Drs. ſtating the Caſe, 
Viz. Poſſeſſion, and Power. to keep the Poſſeſſion, 
which: no Body can deny but Olrver had both, 
when he was Inveſted with Gods Authority. But

_. TI, am now come to the State of the Qeeſtion, 
and the Doors Reaſons; which if they be nor 
fomething that was never known before, (as bein 
_ the Effect of his Prayers, after his abſenting himſeſf 
1o long from the People, whither like Exaymion in 
 Converlation with the Moon, or like that of So/oz to 
Conſult the Delphick Oracle,) they will fignifie 
little. Otherwile it will ſhew, that the Do&or 
was only rubbing up his Memory with the many - 
Learned Writers that have thoroughly Diſcuſs'd 
this Queſtion upon the never to. be contradicted 
Principles of Nature -and Reaſon, and upon tlic 
Materia Prima of Government which was originally 
in the People. - So that where the General Conſe; 
of a Nation adjudge it convenient, for the Wel- 
fare of the whole, to change the Perſon of the 
Supream Magiſtrate, the Perion ſo by them made 
Choice of,” has an immediate and molt undoubred 
Right to govern. them : And on the other {ide, 
the Perſon whom the General Conlent of the Na- 
tion Rejects, 1s at the ſame Initant, molt Legally 
and Lawtully Diſpoſſetied. 


Well then, the State of the Queſtion is this, 
Whether Allegiance be due to any other than a 
Legal Right; from which ſome will be apt to 
| lafinuate, that their Preſent Majeſties have no 
Legal Right-ſo long as K. James lives, Who tho 
_ he be Diſpoſſeſſed of. his Throne, if ever he had a 
_ Right; has a Right ſtill, and conſequently our Oaths 
. of Allegiance to him are ſtill binding, And this was 
the Cavil, -tor it is no Argument, that ſo long 
Cramp'd the Dofor's Conſcience : As it the Do&#or 
could .be fo Ignorant of the Conſtitutions of this 
—_ Kingdom 
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. Kingdom, as not to know that the Conſtitution of 


two Parhaments was uncontroulably fuftictent to 
Eſtabliſh a ,Legal Right in their Majefties to the 
'Throne ; and that by the ſame Power the Right 
of K. James, being rejected by the Body of the 
People, was abſolutely Vacated and Diffolv'd. 
There is no Man who bears a Reſpect for the 
Doctor, that can well believe he ſhould have 1o 
much Abdicated his Reaſon, as to believe, that 
they who called in His Highneſs thePrince of Orange - 
to withſtand, with Armed Force, the Proceedings 
of K. James, and give him Interruption in his own 
Dominion (of whom there are ſome ftill troubled 
with the ſame Scruples that hamper'd the Doctor's 
Conſcience ſo long) did not break their Oaths 
bo K. James. *Tis to be fear'd they would haye 
been condemn'd for ſuch as Traytors, had K. James 
prevail'd. And it is not improbable, but that the 
Dotor was as willing to be rid of Father Peters, 
and the High Commiſſion Court, as any of-the Reſt. 
Now here's the Riddle, that Men {ſhould not 
Scruple tv break their 'Oaths. of Allegiance to 
K. James, nay perhaps be {o' ſtrangely deluded, as 
hot to believe they had broken their Oaths in 


calling in the Prince of 'Oraxge,- and importuning 


him to take the Government upon him, and acting 
under him , and corntenancing his Authority in 
ahd their feveral Stations, and yet afterwards refuſe 
to Swear Allegianceto Him,when he was legally In- 
veited in the Throne. As uf they that hold the 
Man by the Hair, were not as'Guilty as they who 


cut off his Head. 


But 
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' But-now the Do#or, Heav*ns be Prais'd, is got 
0 the better ſide of the Hedge : Nar is our Buſi- 
neſs to. oppoſe the Dofor's Reaſons, but to ſhew 
the World, that they come too late, ſignifie little 
or nothing, and only ſerve for a Fig-leaf to cover 
the Nakedneſs of his ſo long Diflenting from ſo 
many Pious, Great and Learned Men. 


But now to the Reaſons themſelves, which the 
Do#or Under-props with very Feeble Pillars to 
ſupport the Weight of a Structure anſ{werable to 
the ExpeQtations of the World : For by allowing 
an Uncertainty in his firſt Poſition, he gives his 
Adverſary a ſtrange Latitude to deny his firſt 
Aſertion, and puts himſelf upon an unneceffary 
Trouble, of proving that which all Men of truc 
Sence and Judgment are already convinced of. 


. If, ſays he, Allegiance be due, not for the ſake of 
Legal Right, but Government ; 


If Allegiance be due not to bare Legal Right, but to 
the Authority of God ; | 


If God, when he. ſees fit, and. can better ſerve the 
ends of his Providence by it, ſets up Kings without any 
regard to Legal Right or Humane Lavs 


If Kings, thus [et up by God, are Inveſted with 
(Tods Authority, which muſt be obeyed not only for 
Wrath, but for Conſcience ſake ; -77

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If theſe Principles be true, it us plain, that Sub- 
jefts are bound to Obey and Swear Homage to thoſe 
Princes whom God has placed and ſettled in the Throne, 
whatever Diſputes there may be about their Legal 
Right. | 

And now ' what need of drawing the Conſe- 
quence from ſuch Propoſitions as thele ;* for it 1s 
plain, that he makes a Doubr of the Legal Right 
of their Preſent Majefties , by dis-joyning Legal 
Right from Goverament,. and Legal! Right from 
the Authority of Go; and makes as 1t God: had 
ſet up their Majefties” to ſerve'the ends of his Pro- 
vidence, withour any regard to Legal Ragit, Or 
the Laws of the Land; only that being ſo fet up, 
they are to be obey'd, like Tyrants and Ulſurpers, 
not only for Wrath, but for Conſcience-ſake. -- , -' 


This is the. Sence that naturally- lows from the 
Do#or”s Text, and his Propoſitions had been ftated 
properly enough, had he been an Advocate for 
Oliver Cromwell; but if his Buſineſs be to juſtifie 
the Lawfulneſs of Taking the Oaths 'to King 
William and Queen Mary, from ſuch Poſitions as 
theſe, he is quite beſide. the Cuſhion, his If 's are 
Maimed and Imperfect; and their Majeſties are 
extreamly, beholding to him for Ranking them 
among thoſe that God ſets up without any Regard 
to Legal Right or Humane Laws. 


| We therefore affirm, without miricing 'the Mat- 
ter, that they have a Legal Right,as well as the Poſ- 


ſeſhon of Government ; nor do we disjoyn their 
Legal

Legal Right from the Authority of God, and yet 


draw from thence the ſame Concluſions as naturally 
as the DoQtor does from all his Five Politick Ifs. 


However the Do#or 1s bound to prove his Poſi- 
tions as he _ them ; to which purpoſe he brings 
his dearly beloved Darling, Biſhop Overall's Con- 
vocation Book, for his Topping Anthority , re- 
markably giving Biſhop Overall the Precedence be- 
fore Scripture and Reaſon, Tho it is the Opinion 
of ſome, that he had much better have never med- 
dled with Biſhop Overal's Convocation Book. For 
all Men that know the Hiſtory of thole Times, 
well underſtand what ſort of Convocations thoſe 
were in the-Reign of King Fames the Firſt, when 
the Chiet of the Clergy were 'generally Favourers 
of the Spaziſh and French Matches, preferr'd to 
advance the Prerogative of a King ; ſuch as flat- 
ter'd the King in thoſe Deſigns, and ſtrain'd the 
Scripture to jultife [11s illegal Proceedings, to inure 
the People to blind Obedience: to Princes, and 
thereby to make them ready. for the Yoke that 
was preparing for their Necks. Tis a thouſand 
.to one, but that ſame Biſhop might be a Member 
of this Convocation , who thank'd God, he had 
never read a Line either in Chaucer or Calvin; and 
in a Sermon at Court made ule of this Sz-zz/e, That 
our Religion, -like the King's Army, ſtood between 
two Bexits, the Puritan and the Papiſt. Had he 
made ule of Swarez, Spinoſa, Grotius or any of 
thoſe Famous Writers that have largely handled 
this- Subject, the Dotor had then ſhewed his 
Learning, and fetch'd withall far better and more 
ftrenuous Reaſon than any he produces out of

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Biſhop Overall. For the main' thing that the Door 
fetches out of that Book is to prove, That they 
who have no Legal Right to their Thrones, may yet 
have Gods Authority, And Secondly, . That whex 
they are thoroughly ſettled in their Thrones, the 
art inveſted with Gods Authority, and ought to h 
obey'd, &c. | Wz- 


What is this but to infinuate to the People that 
their Preſent Majeſties have no Legal Right to 
their Thrones? This was none of the Do@or's 
Cue to meddſe with, his Buſineſs was to prove, 
according to the Parliaments Declaration, that 
King James was Legally Diſpollefied, and that he 
had Forfeited his Legal Right, and that there- 
fore the Subjet was abfolved from their Alle- 
giance to Him: That their Preſent Majeſties have 


a Legal Right to the Throne, and conſequently 


Gods Authority withall, and then the reſt was 
ealie to be inferr*d. Or elſe, if he thought it not fo 
convenient to do this, he ſhould have frit endea- 
voured to prove, that their Preſent Majeſties had 
no Legal Right to the Throne ; and then his Argu- 
ments had come in their proper place, that not- 
withſtanding they had no Legal Right to the 
Throne, yet the Teople were -hound to Swear 
Allegiance to them. And that this is the main 
Scope of his Rook, he muſt be oblig'd to acknow- 
ledge, or elſe all his Arguments, 1n reference to 
their Preſent Majeſties, are out of Doors ; and it 
is to be wiſh'd, he may not have Reafon'd him- 
{clf into a greater Premunire than he was in be- 
tore.

— Mary, fince the main drift of it is to prove; 
That by what means ſoever any Prince aſcends 4 
Throne, he is pleced there by 'God, that we muſt pay 
our Allegiance to him that is Kyng, though without 
a Legal Right ; and an hundred of ſuch Exprefſions, 
that an Ignorant, Perſon, or any remote Foreigner 
reading his Argnments, would take their preſent 
Majeſties to be the greateſt Uſurpers in the World. 
And Men of penetrating Judgments cannot but 
believe that the Do#or had other Intentions 1n prb- 
liſhing his Book than to vindicate his Helitations 
from taking the Oaths. | 


. Here 1s a hideous noiſe of Legal and not Legal 
Right, of a King and no King, of a King de jure 
and de fatto, the old Evafions and Cavils of Faco- 
bites and Malecontents, which'the DoQor in effect al- 
lows to be true, only: he ſays, that becauſe King 
William and Queen Mary are fetled in the Throne, 
Theic Authority is from God ; and therefore they 
mult be Obeyed : Which will, IT fear, fix in fome 
ill Mens minds a Misbelief of Their Majeſties le- 
gal Right to the Crown, .againſt a fitting occaſion. 
The Doctor indeed has taken the Oath, but it is 
conditionally, that King William and Queen Mary 
be legally ſetled in the Kingdom, and have God's 
Authority ; but not that he believes them to be law- 
fal King and Queen of Ergland : Thus perliſting 
in his Endeavors to cajole the Nation by- ſtarting 
uagecelſary, or rather, . pernicious Doubts and 

cries, and athrming uncertain Poſitions for cer- 
tain 'Fruth:, - For there is a vaſt difterence between 
God's Awtloity, and the permitted Executions of 
this Venyeauce. He bequeaths his Authority to good 
; and 
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and virtuous Princes voluntarily, and of his free 
Pleaſure ; but he commits his Power to Tyrants and 
Uſurpers, by the conftramt of his Juſtice to pu- 
niſh National Tranſgreſſtions. And therefore the 
Laws of God and Man allow a Nation to caſt oft 
the Yoke of Tyranny and Slavery, fo ſoon as they 
tind their opportunity ; but none of thoſe Laws per- 
mit Subject; to recoil from their Allegiance to right- 
ful and virtuous Princes : So that by the Doctors 
own Arguments, if Tyrants may be reltited, as it's

But notwithſtanding all the Doctors Divinity, 
you may eaſily perceive he [ad a cautious Eye upon 
115 own Intereſt, and this he does in part contelſs, 
that he was willing to ſee how Aﬀairs would go in 
Ireland, betore he quite tackt about : For, ſays he, 
when the Power of the diſpoſſeſſed Prince is i= nag 
and no viſible proſpect WY, recovering his Throne

azain; nay, if it be viſible, that he can never recover 


his Throne again, but by making a new Conqueſt of 


the Kyngdom by Foreigners, we may then look upon 
the n:w Prince as ſetled by God in his Throne, and 
therefore ſuch a.Kzng, as to whom we owe an intire 
Allegiance to. And thus you ſee the Reafon, that 
4t was, not out of any Aﬀect.on to the Perſons .or 
the Government of King W:1/iam and Q..cen- Mary, 
that at length he ſubmitted to take the Oaths ; but 
becauſe he law tnat it was morally impoſhible that 
the diſpoſlified King ſhould recover his tormer Sta- 
- tzon, therefore he thought it high time to look a- 


bout him beiore he lolt all. The Door is clearly

never have put himſelf to prove the Obligation of

So that the Doctrine of 
Non-reſiſtance and Paſſive Obedience being a :Do- 
Arine not only controverted, but by ſome praQi- 
cally deny'd, can be no ſolid Ground to lay the 
Foundation of a concluding Argumerit, or build a 
Dilemma upon. And therefore the Doctrine of 
Obedience and Allegiance to King William and 

een Mary, is not built upon the ſandy Founda- 
tion of Non-reſiſtance and Paſſive Obedience, but 
upon their Legal Right, as being deelar'd by the 
People the | True and Lawful Succellors to the 
Throne, which was Abdicated ; and by ſeveral 
Violations of the Sovereign Truſt, quite forfeited 
by King Tames.
